The PRP contractor at the Slauson Site completed a removal assessment, and is
preparing a workplan to remove the affected shallow soils at the site. The removal will
begin once the red-tagged residence in the Removal footprint is demolished; | anticipate
this happening sometime in October. Once the soil removal is complete, there will no
longer be a nexus to Waters of the United States, and the Site will become the
LARWAQCB’s responsibility.
